HITLER’S INTUITION OR FLASH 
HORSE SENSE BRINGS FORECAST

The Titanic battle on the Rus­ 
sian front has worsened suddenly 
for the Hitlerites.

1. The Red avalanche has engulf 
ed Zhitomir, thereby slashing Hit­ 
ler's thousand-mile front virtually 
in two, and pointing a spearhead 
at the Polish border, some sixty 
miles away.

2. The Germans today announced 
that half a million Russian troops 
have broken through the nazi de 
fenses in the Dnieper-Rend trap 
which the Muscovites are trying to 
close about the Hitlerites in tha* 
region. 
This hasn't been confirm ­ 
ed by the Soviet. 


I he Berlin statem ent about a 
Break-through a t the trap would 
seem to be calculated to prepare 
the German public for another big 
withdrawal of their forces in that 
area. 
As a m atter of fact it would 
not be surprising lf the retreat al­ 
ready is well on its way. 
If this is true, there is direct re­ 
lation between the retirem ent in 
the extreme south and the dan­ 
gerous extension of the Red wedge 
which has been driven into the 
nazi line a t Zhitomir to the north. 
A deep th rust through the front 
above the Dnieper Bend would ren­ 
der the German position on the 
southern flank untenable. 
The

as 
the ground freezes. 
Thus far the 
Germans have averted a debacle 
by the soldierly withdrawal of their 
unwieldy line, and despite the crit­ 
ical developments there's no sign 
at the m om ent th a t they won’t he 
able to continue falling back with 
some semblance of order. However, 
their position has steadily worsen­ 
ed and they’re on the broad high­ 
way to ultimate disaster.
